The 50th anniversary of this magazine is a 
testament to the people over all these years who have invested so 
much time, effort and energy into its production and distribution. 
These volunteers will be celebrating at a tea party in January 2024. 


September has come around once more, 
and the autumn term always bring upon 
us a raft of challenges and possibilities 
as we begin our recruitment campaign 
for students to join us in 2024. As | write 
this our new Year 7 have just begun their 
Chiltern Edge journey. We are within a 
few places of a full in Year 7 and 8, full 

in Year 9 and with bigger Year 10 and tls 
than the school has had for some years.

This assembly is greeted with 
great excitement, particularly the 
‘Wheel draw which is always preceded 
by adrum roll and squeals of delight 

as the students strain to see who has 
received the coveted Amazon vouchers. 


We also initiated the new House 

Music competition under the esteemed 
leadership of our Head of Music, Mrs 
Brown. With performances in each class, 
voting and semi-finals and a final, it 
was truly a most wonderful afternoon 
capped off by the whole of Year 7 
singing our new anthem ‘MECE’. This 

is an adaptation of YMCA, but involves 
each schoolhouse singing different lines 
of the chorus. The event is such a great 
event and is another piece of school 
community work that we have initiated 
across the course of the last few years.

the community seemed very satisfied 
with the answers given by the school 
and its development partner, Savills. 


The unanimous vote of support from 
the council at the end of the meeting 
was heartening and whatever happens 
when the proposal goes before South 
Oxfordshire District Council, it has been 
good to work in partnership with the 
village. 


| have also recently been the proud 
recipient of a cheque for over £900 from 
Bridges Estate Agency in the village.

Around 1 in 3 adults over 
65 and half of people over 80 will have 

at least one fall a year. Most falls do not 
result in serious injury. But there's always a 
risk that a fall could lead to broken bones, 
it can cause the person to lose confidence, 
become withdrawn, feel as if they have 
lost their independence or even end of life.

The Parochial Church 


St John the Baptist Church, Kidmore End and Christ the King Church, Sonning Common 


Introduction 


This is the first in a series of updates 
about the development plans we have 
for the churches of St John’s Kidmore 
End, and Christ the King, Sonning 
Common. The content below is intended 
for readers of the Lamb & Flag, our 
parish magazine, but is written in a 

form that allows for publication as a 
standalone piece. 


The Incumbent and the Parochial Church 
Council (PCC) are the ‘owners’ of these 
projects, alongside Nick Room, Parish 
Treasurer and Churchwarden, who is the 
principal contact and coordinator of the 
project management team. 


Church of St John the Baptist, 


Kidmore End 


The PCC are proposing a marked 
development of the facilities at this 
church, enabled in part by a modest 
extension of the current footprint — 
building out in the grassed area to the 
right of the church porch. We need to 
raise significant funds to improve both 
the interior and exterior works that 
include: 


e The removal of a total of five pews at 
the back of the church 


e The installation of a toilet and servery 
within the building 


e Replacement heating and lighting, 
including a complete rewire and 
electrical upgrade 


e New storage areas 


e A redesign to the porch itself, giving 
better and more inclusive access to the 
building 


and 


e Sympathetic relaying of existing 
pathways 


e Better illumination around the exterior 
of St John’s 


e Enhancing the main lychgate entrance 
from the road, and protecting the 
ancient yew tree feature 


e Rethinking the area to the outside of 
the south elevation ‘choir’ vestry 


Discussions are well advanced with 

the Building Committee at the Diocese 
of Oxford, and our church architects. 

The PCC will meet on the 19th of 
September when we are looking to ratify 
our proposals. The next issue of this 
Buildings Bulletin will cover our plans in 
more detail. ©

PLACE TO GO 


As summer fades into our memories, 
and we start to realise the need to close 
our curtains much earlier in the evening, 
itis easy to withdraw into ourselves. 
Understandably, many of us don'tlike 
to venture out after dark, which makes 
getting out during the day all the more 
important. 


The library in Grove Road is always 
welcoming. Borrowing a book is not 
compulsory. You don’t even need to 

be a member to come in and read the 
Henley Standard, choose a jigsaw puzzle 
or chat to one of the friendly volunteers. 
Friday mornings are the official “Social 
Mornings” when a hot drink and biscuit 
are on offer, but you can pop in whenever 
the library is open and expect a warm 
welcome. 


If you do join the library, not only will you 
have access to the books on the shelves 
in Sonning Common, but (for a small 


fee) you can order a specific book if it is 
not there - much cheaper than buying it! 
Being a member will also entitle you to 
free access to a huge range of ebooks, 
enewspapers and emagazines as well as 
audio books. Just ask next time you are 
visiting. 

Having a young child can be isolating. 
Sonning Common Library is rarely used 
for studying so there is no need to worry 
about your baby crying or your toddler 
having a tantrum. Come in and see the 
huge number of children’s picture books 
on offer. There is generally a low table 
with colouring in activities for little ones 
too. In addition, a free Storytime is held 
every Saturday at 10am, no booking 
necessary. There are also regular 
Rhymetimes on Monday mornings (email 
the library for details sonningcommon. 
library@oxfordshire.gov.uk or call 0118 
972 2448). 


There are recycling bins in the library 
for writing implements (not glue sticks), 
Pringles tubes, and old toothbrushes 


and toothpaste tubes, all of which raise 
money for the primary school. There 

is also a collection point for milk bottle 
tops which raises money for the Air 
Ambulance. In addition, there is now a 
clothing and shoe recycling bank in the 
car park which also raises money for the 
school. 


If you happen to have any tinned food or 
other suitable items, the library is also a 
drop off point for the village food bank. 


There are so many reasons to visit 

the library, but the reality is, you don’t 
need to have one. Just come in to see a 
friendly face or even just to be nosey! @
